./liarely.- 30;: year.s of aije, whiit the 
French call un /au.v htl Ikhh mr, Jii.st ilic 
sort of a n)an to win the hearts of yoimt; 
servant girls, inexpcrienccil seauist I'l'.ss 
e.s, aliop girls mill .such like, ami it w.i.s 
among this class of womanhood thut 
this fiend in hyman sbape sought out 
his victims. His luod us operandi was 
as follows: After making the acquain- 
tance of a girl lie used (list of all to 
ascertain what the amonnt of her .sav- 
ings was. If the latter wa.s suliicioiit he 
began to make love to her. After hav- 
ing ijv a proiiii.'ie of iiiarriaco won the 
heart and eoiilidenii' of hi.s viciini ln' 
generally ecaxed her into inrrtiHliay 
hini with lier money. TIumi he |)ro|)n,s- 
ed a ilay's trip into the country, alwajs 
contriving to arrange matters so as to 
meet his "betrotlied" at some lonely 
place where he wa.s pretty sure not to 
be seen with her. . Then, after spiiiid- 
ing the d.iy and often part of the night 
with the girl, he killed her and conceal- 
ed the body. 

This system Schenk practised with 
Huch fiendish craftiness that he remain 
ed undetected for more than three yt nr.i. 
A trinket which he had given to the 
last of his intended victims, and which 
■was retognized as having iielonged to a 
girl named Theresa Ivettci-1, who luul 
unaccountably disa[)])earf d about four 
niontlis ago, and wlio.se body was ulii- 
mutely found in the Danube, led at 
length to Schenk's arrebt. At lirat he 
denied everything, but seeing that the 
jiroofs of his guilr, at least in this case, 
were overwhelming, li(! made a clean 
breast of everything a few days ago. 
The result of his di.sclosurcs was appall- 
ing, Schenk has confessed to having 
murdered during the lant three years, 
in the manner described abovo, not less 
than seven girls in various oil ies of the 
Austrian Empire. 

The last of his crimes was the murd- 
er of Theresa Ketierl, a yuuiig cook. The 
manner in which he [lerpei rated it ia so 
horrible and at the same time bo ori 
ginal that it may be of interest to des- 
cribe it more fully according to tlie 
niurdeiers own s'at mentgiv ii y !i a 
before the public pro.secutor. llo be- 
came acipiainted with Theresa in .luly 
lust.

1 shall commit suicide!" Schonk laugh 
ed. "You shall not; you do not even 
know how." "1 will shoot myself!" 
"You do not know how to handle a 
revolver. Look, that is how it iiiu.sl he 
done." .Soli(?nk pulled a piftol out ofliia 
pocket, ))ointed the iiui/./,lo against liiij 
head and pulled the trigger. The girl 
cried in terror. "Don't fear, littlegoo.se," 
Schenk said laughingly, "it'.s not loiul- 
ed. Now you try. Hark!" ho cried, in 
terrupting himself, "is there not some 
body comingT' He ros(! to his feet, and 
went behind a bush clo.se^by, .seemingly 
watching. Tliei'e hi! loaded his pistol, 
and bringing it back to the girl, said, 
in a light, jesting tone. "There was no- 
body there, after all. Now, my dear 
girl, try your suicide!" He gave her the 
pistol. She took it laughing and rai.scd 
the cock, "Now, attention!" cried 
Schenk. "One, two, three- -fire!" Tin- 
resa pulled the trigger, a shot resound 
"cd through the stillness of tho forest, 
and the girl ilropped tlead, a streak of 
blood running down her teniplo. The 
coolness with which the brute told the 
story of hideous crimes was simply difi- 
gusting.

Uowse having cause of action against T?ie, 
Colonist he ought to thank us for having 
been the iiicaiia of giving him an opportunity 
to clear his skirts froiii the charge of hav- 
ing beaten an Indian until he died from 
the effects. But he is at liberty to take 
the course recoininonded by our esteem- 
ed neighbor, who has himself served a year 
in the chaiiigang for one libel and been 
Oned two hundred and tifly dollars 
for another, and who ought by this time to 
know what constitutes a libel. The ver- 
dict of the jury is that if a somewhat Hi- 
bernian character, for it states, first, that 
the Indian died from natural causes, and 
then goes on to say that his death was not 
caused by the violence of a particular in- 
dividual. It inuat be satisfactory to the 
agent that, owing to the publicity given 
to this matter by The Colunist, ho has 
been f^eed, so far as that verdict is valu- 
ablot from the grave charge of man- 
slaughter. What has been done concerns 
the administration of the provincial law 
which the government have not failed to 
put in motion. The question now is, what 
the Dominion government proposes to do 
with the further charge against the agent 
of having buffeted the Indian? A corres- 
pondent has stated that the agont is not 
liked by the Indiana and is not regarded 
a.s a suitable otiicer by many of tlie white 
residents. Is it not duo to Mr. Hovvse 
and essential to the right udniinistration 
of Indian atl'airs that a strict enquiry with 
open doors should be made immediately 
by the Dominion government as to the 
above further charge? The provincial 
government has done its part; let the Do- 
minion governmonl now du theirs.

To THE Ennoii;— My lottor, on what you 
'tersely descrilje in your l.nst leading ar- 
ticle as the "breakdown of the local iiianiigc- 
ineut of Indian .Vll'aiis, " reeiiives striking 
couf'iMuat ion from the lett( r of "THiiiipsh- 
ian" in your lu-wspapcr of the 'J ltli iiist. The 
writer of that letter --apparently one of the 
educated Indians -says of tliecoa.st Indians: 
"We begin to think that all .the government 
officials and great chiefs want is the money 
they get . . . The bad Indians ftll along the

Tliiiigsare jiisl when- 
they Were before (Confederation, with this 
seriou.s drawback, that the local Indian <le- 
partment is not respected and has no in- 
fluence over the people. « In time past the 
authority of our govornmeut was the hinge 
on which all Indian affaixa swimg. From 
one point of view the jiresent calamity is a 
Dominifin matter; but hum another it iimch 
concerns the iirovince. Settlers are sjiread- 
ing along the coast : Indian' olVences are iii- 
creasin;^; the police or the militia may at 
any time lie required at a great expi'iise to 
reasMi'i t the antliorily w liii'h Canadian niid- 
admiuistiation has l<jst. There is nomiis- 
take about this, for everyone kiinws that no 
captain of a (Queen's Hhip, without cxiiresH 
orders from the Admiralty, would now take 
hostile measures against Canadian Indians, 
subject, as they are, to the same Iuwh as 
their white fello)V subjects. ' The superin- 
tendent has 110 pereonal or even ofllcial 
inllnence, because he resides in Victoria, 
and has never visited the coast t!.\ccpt a few 
times ill a warship, mid the warship has no 
intlueiiee, because her eaiitaiii, as above 
said, might as well resign his coiniiiiHsion as 
lire a shot at a (.'anadian village. He would 
no more be jnstili.-d in boiiiliardiiig Afetla- 
kahtla than N'aiiainio. The Indians are 
linding this out, though they do not know 
the reason. Between the above two stools, 
namely, the broken-down Indian -depart- 
ment and the warship, the province 
may any day tumble into a slough of expun- 
ditnre and bloodMhed. It is to be hoped 
that Mr. Smillie will strongly represent the 
state of ali'airs at Ottawa, aiiioiig other ini 
liortant matters that require his preseiiei 
there. ' NonTiiwKsT Coast.

The 
house whore Taylor lived was a deserted 
spot half a mile from a neighbor. Alien 
Ingalls, .letT- Laut, Richard Iiigalls ami 
Benj . Johnson, all coloroLl, residing in 
the vicinity of the murder, were arrested, 
suspected of being tho perpetrators of tlie 
crime.

'•BVRK£D" FOU DISSECTION. 

Tlio liiliastly Confession wf a 
illan v.lio niimlcred si FairiiDy 
to FiiriiisiK Snl).it'€ts for Dis- 
section. 

OiNctNATTi, Fob. 24.— To-night the re- 
sult was made known of a long conversa- 
tion ill jail between Allen Ingalls and 
INlarshall Brown. The whole story of the 
killing of the Taylor family was told. In- 
galls for a long time' resisted all attempts 
to get the facts from him. He linally said : 
I am gone anyhow. I .know you will bo 
good to my family when .1 am dead. I 
will tidl you the truth." Ho then recited 
the terrible details. Ho said : "On Fri- 
day niorniiig, Hen ilolinsoii, who lives 
with him, said to him he hail three points 
for that night. Ho explained that Ihe 
points were subjects for the iiiedic.%1 col- 
logo. Ho asked Jolmaon where they 
were. Ho replied: The tbreq^people at 
Taylor's cabin. Thoy are no good. Jean 
knock them in tlu^ head. Ingalls sai^ he 
agreed, and he went to the Ohio medical 
college and told them he would have three 
subjects for them that night. Thoy agreed 
to pay him §15 apiece and gave him a 
note to R. 13. Dixon, an oxprussman. He 
went to the expressman and engaged him 
to moot them on tho Avondalc pike at 5) 
p. 111. He went home and after dark he 
and ilohiison starteil to I'uylor'a. Thoy 
had a bottle of whiski^y and tuok drinks 
and fell good. The door wa.s not locked 
and they liolted in. Tho idd niaii was 
sitting by the li replace, tho wife in front 
and the girl nt work in the room. Jghn- 
son Ivad a locust club, a li ttle longer than 
a policeinnn's club. He began striking 
tlunn over the head, right anil left, as he 
Hiaild cattle. The woinaii struggled, of- 
fering resistance. Ingalls said ho tinally 
choked her to death. t)ohiiao:ii oa.sily dis- 
posed of tho others with the club, then 
stripped tho bodies, put them in sacks 
which they brought aloiiij, carried them 
lo the roailside and went to meet the 
vvagon. Loailing Iheiii ni they drove to 
the medical C(dlege, delivered them and 
gnt their pay. Ingalls said he knows 
nothing about the tiring of tlietcabin. It 
is stated .a mob of (iO negroes was organ - 
issed tn lynch these men, but found the 
Avondalo jail too well guarded. Ingalls 
and .luliiisoii are in Uineinatti jail to- 
uiijlil. Ingalls euiit'esses that he has stol 
en several bodies the past four months 
from a new cemetery beyond Avondale 
and sold them to tho Ohio medical col- 
lege.

These 
show that DeLong was jealous o( C'olliiis 
and insulted him upon all occasions; made 
him lodge and take ipiarters in the foKe- 
eastlc and perform the duties of a common 
siiilor. Instead of allou'tug Liin to pursue 
the scientific resenrclies for whlcli he hod 
been attached to the expedition,. be, took 
away from Collins all the instrnineuts with 
with he had been intrusted and did all 
in Itfei jiower to render t^ollins' work a fail- 
un-. 'I'hat DeLong nob only insulted him 
himself but did nothing to prevent him from 
the insults of the otln-r naval otlicers who 
were more than ready to follow Ueljong's 
example. A copy of a letter from Jerome 
Collins to 111- Long was found on the body 
of Cdlliiis. It recites all these wronj,'S and 
tells i)f till- insults to wliich DeLong snb- 
jeeted liini. In tho letter Collins gives De- 
Long in a very 'decided manuer to uhder- 
staml that alUiiHigli he (Cidlins) was in his 
( 1 leLiuig's) peiwer then' was a future when 
DeLong,' would be called tu aceomit fm' his 
treatiiieiil of hiui and his disregard oi the 
duty for which Collins had been attached to 
the expedition.

CllK Aoo, i'"i-li. 'il.- N<-il M(-Kaigiie, keep- 
er of a bntehi r slinji in the village of Win- 
iielaka, ten miles from Chicago, was 
secretly anrsled last ni^liI by I'iiikerlon on 
till' i-liar^^e iif l oiiiiiiittiiig. the Iiorrihle innr- 
iler of old man Wilson and bis invalitl wife 
nil the night of februaiy Itli, ami taken be- 
fore the grand jury tn-day ami imlieled. 
The details of the crime were kd bldddthirsty 
niul the victims so highly respected ami 
weullliy that tlie ease has attracted unnsmil 
aiteiiliiin.

The broken hnttoii was placed over 
the core of the Iiutlcni reiiiaiiuiig on the 
vest and if lifted exactly. \ iiiuiiber of 
other eireiunstances were adduced and the 
feeling now is that the great mystery has at 
last been unveiled. A revolver belongiiig to 
.McKaigne has been found, and two bullets, 
taken from "Wilson's body, fit tho chamber 
of the revolver. jreKidgn'o is minlJ!b to ac- 
eount for his wheroabonts on the night of 
the murder. The prisoner, notwithstand- 
ing these di.sclosures, takes the matter very 
coolly and persists in asserting his in- 
nocence.

The police were then 
formed in line; hut the lust nmn had not 
taken hiu po.sition when the doors and* 
windows wore .suddenly thrown open and 
the openings wore filled with rifles. Ow- 
ing to the great odds and the Indiana hav- 
ing the protection of the cabin, after a 
short talk the police withdrew to a farm- 
house for the niylit. The people of Uroad- 
view are greatly alarmed.

iV. savage assjiult, wliicli will possibly 
prove fatal, took place on Humbold street 
Saturday night, in one of the cabins close 
to the White Elorao saloon. It appears 
two of the cabins were occudiod rospeet- 
ively by men named .foliu I^ak Malinborg 
and Uonry Knight . The former is a sea- 
faring man about 35 years old, the latter, 
a colored man, who for many years past 
has gained a living in and around Victoria 
by wood chopping, etc. On Sunday after- 
noon, it suoiiis Malmborshad occasion to 
borrow some wood from Knight, the'latlcr 
granting tho loan of tlie wood in a very 
surly manner, so. much so that Malniborg 
went back later on and invited Knight to 
go and have a drii;k with him; when with- 
out further provocation Knight laid hold 
(if an a.\e, and atruck twice at Malmborg. 
The tiral blow glanced oil' the left temple, 
but the aecond struck the unfortunate 
man immediately ovor tho heart, outtiiig 
into, and exposing the action of the left 
lung. Knight ran from the spot and was 
captured by OfBcer iJough, aided by Ofliccr 
Stewart, still holding tho weapon in his 
hands. After socuring tho [irisouei-, they 
immediately proceeded to the White 
Horse Saloonwhere the^ found Afalinboig, 
Dr.Helmcken attending upon him. I'lidor 
medical advice he was removed to th- 
lloyal Hospital, wherein the presence of 
Thos. Shoibolt, E3(i., .1. P., and he iden- 
tified Knigh-l aa the man who attacked 
him, and made hi.-) dying .itatenieiiL aa tu 
how the injuries wore cau.'sed. It is not 
considered likely that Malinborg can re 
cover. 

Knight, the colored man, is well known 
to the police as possessing a haaty and 
bad temper. When visited yeatord.-^y in 
Ilia coll, he stated that "Duteli Charley" 
(Malmbory'a nickname,) entered hia cabin 
and tried to murder hiiii tu aecure the 
sum of §■! which he know he (Knight) 
possessed, Charley seized an axe and struck 
at Knight; when tho 'latter wrenched it 
from him and inflicted the wounds des- 
oribed. 

Dr. Davie, who is attondiiu; the case, 
says it is impoasiblo to foretel tho result 
of the man's injiirius, as intlainmatiou 
may at any time set in, in which case thi 
termination would almost necessarily 
prove fatal. The injury to tho skull also 
may or may not have e.iloiuled to the 
brain. The gash on tho right side of tho 
cheat is oqual in size to the blade of the 
axo which completely cut through tlirue 
of the ribs. There has not been eithm' 
external or internal hiomorrhage. The 
patient at present is under the influence 
of opiates.

Supreme. Court. 

(Before Sir Matthew B. Begble, C. J.) 

Monday, Feb 25. 
In t e a writ of liabeascorpuissued onChin 
Ah Y^ou for the production of the body of 
Ah Lie, alias Thy Kim. 

Mr. Walls appeared for Ship Lug. 
Mr. C. Wilson (Duviu & Wilson) for 
Chin Ah You. - - ' 

Thy Kim was tho first witness called 
and denied tliat her name' wa.s Thy Kim 
or Ihut she had ever heard the name; her 
proper name was Ah Lie; never said she 
was willing to marry Chin ;had been forc- 
ed into the carriage and had cried all the 
time; the old woman Ship Lug had been 
pushed out of the hack; stopped at a white 
man's house; never saw a man with a book 
or a ring: never slept with Chin .-Vh You : 
did not marry him, and didn't want to; 
willingly went with Ship Lug in the 
sleigh; it'wns not driven by a white man. 
The court here adjourned. 

AFTERNOON SITTINt !. 
Tho Court was crowded with Chinese 
who exhibited great interest in the result 
of the case. A few white persons, also, 
wore present. Chin Ah Y'ou,who was the 
first to take the stand, testified to being 
married on the 14th inat. by Rev. Mr. 
Pollard; wont in a carriage; Ship Lug 
accompanied them, but finally gut out; 
ari'ived at the clorgyinan's; Thy Kim had 
'■tli&'''ineaning of tho ceromony explained 
and signified her assent to it. He then 
went on to explain the abduction which 
was tho same in anbstance as has already 
been given, in answer to Mr. Walls wit- 
ness indignantly denied that the proprie- 
tor of Tim Colvnist had received any au- 
thority or pay from witness for the inser- 
tion of any account of the atfair in that 
paper. The sum of $200 was offered htm 
by oiniaaarios from Ship Lug if he would 
return Thy Kim; he refused the inuiiey 
which had been left, and saw it [)aid into 
court. 

Rev. Mr. Pollard testified to marrying 
the couple at his house on the 14lh inat. 
according tu the usual form of the Metho- 
dist church; several white persons wore 
named by witness as having been present. 

Ofiicer Hebboard accompanied the wed- 
ding parly as far as tin; ininistor'a houso, 
as Chill feared theio might be aome in- 
terference on the p;irl uf certain Chiiieau. 
After going a few luiiidred yards tho car- 
riage stopped to lot out that old wuiiian 
(pointing to Ship Lug). Shortly after she 
commenced crying out, but whether she 
was cursing or blessing ho could not tell. 
(Laughter.) Tho old woman was not 
thrown out, but assisted us any lady 
would have been. 

To Mr. Walls — Thy Kim showed a little 
bit of bad temper, snapped as it were, but 
not tu such an extent as she had done in 
court that day; would swear the old wom- 
an was not thrown out; had gone into the 
clergyman's house out of curiosity. 
- Ofiicer Redgrave stated that he and his 
brother ofiicer had boon sent to prevent a 
breach of the peace, in case v'>iy should 
happen; there was a festival at the old 
woman's house in celebration of the wed- 
ding with many caudles burning, which 
were ordered to be extinguished in case of 
lire. 

Mr. Wilson said he submitted that the 
woman Thy Kim was lawfully married 
with hor own consent, and that the lius- 
baiuljwas entitled to the custudyuf her un- 
til it could be aliown that he had ill-treat- 
ed or not properly provided for her; lie 
thought that unproper infiuoiices had 
been brought to boar upon her, though 
whether they referred to mental or bodily 
punishment he could not say. He would 
ask his lordship to allow Chin Ah You and 
Thy Kim, as husband and wife, to confer 
in private, to see if an understanding 
could be arrived at. Ho maintained that 
the marriage had been performed with the 
full knowledge and consent of the woman 
Thy Kim. In the absence of any facility 
to ascertain tho actual state of her mind, 
her actions must bo taken as prima facie 
evidence that she was willing. Tho hus- 
band regarded tho rite as binding, but 
did not wish to coerce his wife into living 
with him were she not willing. 

Mr. Walls, in addressing liia lordship, 
said that Thy Kim had not boon aware of 
the nature of tho ceremony, and th.at the 
marriage was a farce. He hud no objoc 
tion that Chill and Thy Kim should re- 
tiro, on the understanding that an inter- 
preter should be present. 

His lordship decided to confer with the 
young woman in private, through tho olli- 
ces of an interpreter. 

Ill a few moments his lordship return- 
ed, followed by Thy Kim, who, as ahe 
passed Chin. Ah You, aimed an imaginary 
blow at him. Uis lordship stated that 
from the conversation it appeared that 
one of the parties (Thy Kim) had nut been 
a willing party to the contract, which fact 
might have a very important bearing on 
hia decision ; for although she had parti- 
cipated in tho ceremony, that in itself did 
not constitute the marriage. He would, 
however, adjourn tho case until Monday 
next at 11 a. m. for the hearing of further 
argument; Thy Ivim in the meantime to 
remain in the custody of Ship Lug. 

The court was then adjourned ; Chin 
looking rather glum us he walked away ; 
ThyKim triumphantly accompanyingMrs. 
Ship Lug and a female friend habited in 
green.

ser at the ,St. Nicholas; \v it iies.s I'luiuired 
about Mr. Swan at the St. Nicholas and 
they said it was all right; priaoiu-r asked 
witness to gut him a pair of shoes from 
Mr. Mansell, which ho did; they were 
£■'4 50; witness also gave him cash $1 then, 
also §5 on the fo'lowing day and a hat 

50; the next d:iy he had cash ^^;^.50; 
the following ilay he had cash 
.S5 and a handkerchief 25 cents: 
ho said Mr. Fraser had left un- 
expectedly and loft him a week's board 
and a note of hand; Chas. Pagnall drew 
up the order and read it to the prisoner; 
lirisunerdislinotly said it was Angus Fras- 
er of Burrard Inlet that owed him the 
money; when Mr. Fraier did not come 
down IIS was expected witness sent a tele- 
gram to Mr. Fraser concerning Ijie order 
and received a re[)ly that it was a forgery 
and asking to have the priscuier arrested ;

The 
steward said ho would tell the cabin boy 
to try and find tho key when he made tho 
bed. On returning to his state room tho 
prisoner called his attention to tho key 
lying on the flour, saying, there's your 
key. On tho following Thursday ho 
missed the watch. On Wednesday when 
he wont to pay a fiill in Victoria he found 
he was S'U) short. Tho watch, specimens 
and monoy were in a satchel in the capet 
bag. He took the specimens amounting 
to $^145 out of tho satchel and carried 
them in hia pocket. I had the satchel 
locked in the aufo at Peter Steel's, and 
next day 1 found the watch and §40 gone. 
I recognized the spocimens next in the 
possession of Ofiicer Hough. '""

Charles Marshull, sworn, stated 
on Thursday night last ho changed the 
silver watch and ring produced for a gold 
watch and nugget produced. Prisoner 
said ho give six bits for the watch, but 
did not say where he got tlu^ nugget.

KiiAliTouM, Feb. 'I'). — The ell'ecl of Gor- 
don's proclamation i.s fading. ft is report- 
ed that El Slahdi with the main body of his 
army has left Ava and is iiiarehiiiy on 
Khartoum via Diiem. 

(tell. Qordou asked the klu'dive to i.s.'^iu- 
a decree coufiruiiug the iiulepeiivlence of 
Soudan, but the porte bus warned the khe- 
dive to maintain the integrity of Soudan 
and give no recognition , whatever to Kl 
Muhdi. The khedive's dilemma has given 
rise to fresh rumors of his abdicatiou. 

A number of Nubian troops assembled at 
the wharf to-day to embark for Triukitat. 
At the last uioiuent they refused to proceed, 
saying their bullets would not punetrate the 
shields of the icbi'ls, and asking why they 
were reiiuired, since Englisli troops had 
been sent. The military iiiitliorities tleeid- 
ed to employ the Nubians as camel drivers. 

The whole British i'X|icditioii, nniiibcriiig 
■l,;i()U men, landed at Triuldtat to-ilny. The 
rebels could bo seen on all sidus. It is es- 
timated there are from lO.OUO to lU.OOU in the 
immediate vicinity of Tri)akitat. The unm- 
of-\var Simla, Hecla, Banger, Craysfort and 
O routes aro at Triukitut, and the Euryalus, 
Uecoy and Sphynx at Suukin. 

Gen. Graham sent forward from Trinkitat 
'JOO cavalry and more are following. .-V gen- 
eral advance will be iiuule tu-iiiorrow. A 
fort has bei'ii made six luuidreil yards from 
Triukitat. 

Cauuj, Feb. 24. — Cieneral Stephenson 
sent a telegram to Loudon to-day strongly 
advising that an advance be made from 
'I'rinkitat. The secretary of war in reply 
ordered immediate advance. He also ask- 
ed that the liuropcina killed at Teb be 
buried in a fitting manner.

Cyrol, recently condemned to 
death for causing the fatal oxplosion at 
tho Lyons theatre in September, was elect- 
ed honorary president. Thoy proceeded in 
a body to tho prefecture to hold a confer- 
enco svith tho prefect, but the latter was 
absent. Thoy afterwards sent 15 dele- 
gates to tho prefect, who received 5. He 
informed them that ho was unable to rem- 
edy the labor crisis; but would do his boat 
for tho moil if order was presorved.

ty at Raith. After enjoying the gen- 
erous hospitality of the Laird of iiaith,
